Rudder to guide it. e ſo to be carried into the midff of the Sea, 
and there left to the wind and wares , as the Deſtinies pleaſe 
to appoint. The very Ship⸗men, ſ&ing the ſwet countenance 
of the yong Babe, began to accuſe the King ot rigour, and ta 
pitty the Childs hard Foztune : but feare conſtrained them to 
that which their nature did abhoꝛ: ſo that they placed it in one 
ok the ends of the Boat, and with a few grene boughesmane 
à homely Cabin fo ſhꝛoud it, as they couldfrom wind and we» 
ther. Hauing thus trimmed a Boat, they tyed it to a ſhip, a m 
ſo haled it info the maine Dea , then cut in ſunder the Cozo⸗: 
which they had no ſoner done, but there aroſe a mighty Tem⸗ 
eff, which toſſed the little Boat ſo vehemently inthe wa; 2, 
that the Ship-men.th»nght it could not continue long without 
ſinking: yea the ſtoꝛme grew fo great, that with great lavour 
and perill they got to the Thoze . But leaning the Child to her 
Foꝛtunes, againe to Pandoſto: who not yet glutted with ſuffis 
cient reuenge, deuiſed which way hee should beſt increaſe his 
wines calamity . But firff aſſembling his Nobles and Coun⸗ 
telloꝛs, hee called hep (foz the moze repꝛoach) in open Court, 
where it was obiected againſt her, that ſhe had committed adul⸗ 
tery with Egiſtus; and conſpired with Franion fo poyſon Pan- 
doſto her Busband ; but their pꝛetence being partly fpyed, ſhe 
coumſelled them fo fly away bp night, fo2 their better ſafety. 
Bellaria(who ffanding like a pꝛiſoner af the Barre, and feling 
in her ſelfe a cleere conſcience fo withſtand her falſe accuſers) 
ſeeing no leſſe then death could pacifie her Yusbands weath, 
wared bold, and deſired that ſhe might haue Law and Juſtice: 
(foz mercy the neithercraned * hoped) and that thoſe — 
5 re 
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red w2etches, which had falſely ac turen her fotheking,mighe 
be bzought befoꝛe her face to giue in euidente.Pandoſto( whoſe 
2 and iealouſte was ſuch as no reaſon nos equity could a 


2aſe) fold her, that foz her accuſers, f were of ſuch credit, 
as their woꝛds wereſufficient'witneſſe, t that the ſodaine and 
ſeeret flight of Egiſtus and Franion confirmed that which they 
had confeſſed: and as foꝛ her, it was her part to deny ſuch a 
monſtrous crime; and to bee impudent in foꝛſwearing the faa, 
ſtnce ſhe had paſſed all ſhame in commitkting the fault: but her 
countenance ſhould ſfand faz no copne: foꝛ as the baſfard which 
ſhee bare was ſerned, ſo ſho ſhould with ſome cruell death ber 
requited. Bellaria yo whit diſmatid, with this cough roplę, told 
her Husband Pandoſto, that hee ſpake vpon choller, and not 


conſcience: foꝛ her vertuous life had euer bene ſuch, as no 
ſpot of ſuſpition tould euer ftayne it. And if hee had bozne a 


friendly countenance to Egiſtus, it was in reſpect he was his 
friend; and not foꝛ anyliffingaffection: therefoze if ſhee were 


- condemned 'without- any kurther pꝛoofe it wasrigour and not 
Law. The Noble-men which ſafe in Judgement, ſaid that 


Bellaria ſpake reaſon and-infreafed the King that her accuſers 
might be openly examined, eſwozne:if then the euidence-were 
ſuch as the Jury minde finde her guilfy ( foz ſeeing ſhee was 
a Pzince. ſhe ought to be tried by her Peeres)then let her haue 


uch puniſhment as the erfreamity of the Law will alligne to 


ſach malefaccoꝛs. The King pꝛeſently made anſwer, that in 
this cafe hee mighf; and would diſpence with the Law: And 
that the Jury being once panelled, they ſhould fake his woꝛd 
fo: ſafficient euidence, otherwiſe hee would make the pzondeſk 
of them repent it. The Noblemen ſeeing the King in choller; 
were all whiff, but Bellaria, whoſe life hung in the balance, 


. fearing mo2e perpetuall infamp, then momentanp death, told 


the king, if his fury might ſtand fo2 a Law, that it were vaine 
to haue the Jurp yeld their vervict;x there vpon the fell downe 
vpon her knees, and deſiredthe Ring, that fozthelone he bare 
to his pong Sonne Garinter, whom ſhe bꝛought info the moꝛld 
that hee would grant her a requeſt, the which was this, that it 
wonld pleaſe his Maieſty to ſend ſire of his Noble⸗men whom 
he bet truſted to the Ille ol Delphos, there ts inquire of the

'Daacle of Apollo, whether the had committed adultery with 
Egiſtus, aa conſpired to poyſan him with Franion: and if the 
god Apciloyinde by his dinine efſence.kwowes all ſecrets, gaue 
anſwer that che was guilty , ſhe was content to ſuffer any tozs 
ment, were it neuer ſo terrible. The requeſt was ſo reaſona⸗ 
ble, that Per doſto could not foz ſhame deny it, vnleſſe ho would 
| bee counted of all his Subiects moze wilfull then wiſe. * Yee 
| therefoze agreed, that with as good ſped as might bee, there 
. ſhould be certaine Ambaſſadozs diſpatcht to p Ile of Delphos: 
5 and in the meaae ſeaſon he commanded that his wife ſhould ber 
i kept in cloſe Pziſon. Bellaria hauing obtained this grant, was 
now moꝛe carefull of her little Babe that floated on the Seas, 
then ſozrowfull foz her owne miſhap: foꝛ of that ſhee doubfed; 
but ok her ſelfe ſh& was aſfured: knowing that if Apollo ſhould 
giue ſenfence accoꝛding to the thoughts of her heart, pet the 
ſentence ſhould goc on her ſide, ſuch was the cleereneſſe of her 
mind in this caſe. But Pandoſto ( whoſe ſuſpicious head Kill 
remained in one ſong) choſe out ſix of his Nobilify , whom he 
| knew were ſcarce indifferent men in the Nucenes behalfe,and 
pꝛouiding al things fit foz their journey, ſent them-foDelphos. 
| They willing t@fulfl the kings commaund , and deſirous to 
| tie the ſituation and cuſtome of the Alland, diſpatced their af- 
faires with as much ſpeed as might bee, and embarked them⸗ 
ſelues to the voyage, which, (tage wind and weather ſeruing 
lit fo2 their purpoſe) was ſone ended. Foz within th2e weeks 
they.arriued at Delphos: where they were no ſooner let on 
Land, but with great devotion they, went tothe Temple of A- 
pollo , and there offering ſacrifice vnto the god, and gifts to 
the Pꝛieſt, as the cuſtome was, they humbly craned an anſwer 
of their demaund. They hap not long kneled at the Altar, but 
Apollo with a loud voice ſayd: Bohemians what-yee finde be- 
hinde the Altar, take, and depart. They foꝛthwith obeyed the 
Oꝛacle, found a ſcrowle of Parchment, wherein were witten 
theſe woꝛds in Letters af Gold. is

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| The Hiſtory of 
one as they had taken out this Scrowle,the Pꝛieſt of 
the god commanded them, that they ſhould not pꝛeſume to 
Fa befaꝛe they came to the pzeſence'of Pandoſto, vnleſſe 
they would incurre the diſpleaſure of Apollo. The Bohemian 
Lo2ds carefully obeying his command , taking their leaue of 
the Pzieff , with great renerencedeparted out of the Temple 
and ment to their Ships: and as ſone as Mind would permit 
them, ſaxled towards Bohemia, where in ſhoꝛt time they ſafely. 
arriued, and with great Triumph iſſuing out of their Ships, 
went to the Kings Palace, whom they found in his Chamber. 
accompanied with other Noble-men . Pandoſto us ſooner ſaw 
them, but with a merry countenance he welcomed them home, 
asking what newes? They told his Maieſty, that they had re⸗ 
teiued anſwer of the god w2itten in a Serowle: but with this 
charge,that they ſhould not read the conterts befoze they came 
in the p2eſence of the Bing : and with that they delinered him 
the Parchment. But his Noble ⸗men intreated him, that ſith

This pleas 
ſed the King, ſo that he appoynfed the dax, and aſſembled all þ 
Loꝛds and Commons, and cauſed the Qutene to be bꝛought in 
befoze the Judgement Seat, commanding that the Judgment 
ſhould bee read: wherein ſhe was accaſedof Adultery with 
Egiſtus, and of conſpiracy with Franion . Rellaria hearing 
the contents, was no whit aſtoniſhed; but made this ch@refull

dor? s that he was relolued in himſelle to folfer the child, 
with the umme fo releiue his wanf, Neſting thus reſolute in 
this poynk, he left ſeeking his ſheepe, and as couertip x ſecrets 
ly as hee could;- went a by⸗ wan to his Houſe, leaſt any of his 
Heighbours ſhould perteiue his carriage. As ſoone as he was 
got home, entring in at the doꝛe, the child began lo ery, which 
his wife hearing, and ſeing her husband with a young babe in 
bis armes, began fo be fomewhat iealous: pet maruelling that 
her husband would be fo wanton abzoad, ſith hee was ſo quiet 
at home.

mo2fall creature. As thusheſtwd in a maze, one of his Pages

defpighted a deſpiſe pandoſto. Mhile thus theſe two Lovers | 
trons, the one to winneLone, the other to liue in hate; Egi- 
Kus heard cerfayne Newesby Perchantsof Bohemia, thaf 
his ſonne Doraſtus was imp3tſoned by Pandoſto: which made 
him feare greatly, that his Sonne ſhould be but hardly intreay 
ted: yet conſidering that Rellaria and hee. were cleered by the 
Oꝛatle ot Apollo, from the crime wherewith Pandoſto had 
vntallly charge them : hee thought beit to ſend with all ſpeed 
to Pandoſto, that hee ſhould ſet free his Sonne Doraſtus, and 

put to death Fawnia, and her Father Porrus. Finding this, by 

the aduice of counfell, the ſpediefſt remedy to releaſe his Sonne 
he cauſed pzeſently two of his Ships foberigged: and thozows 

le furriſhed with P2ouiſton of men and Uicualls, and ſent di⸗ 
ners ot his Nables Embaſſadozs into Bohemia; who willing 

to obey the King , and receiue their young Pzince , made no 

delayes,foz feare of danger, but with as much ſped as might 

bee, ſayled towards Bohemia; the Minde and Deas fauourey 

them greatly, which made the hope of ſome god hap: foz with⸗ 

in Th:& daies they were Landed: which Pandoſto no ſooner 

heard of their arriuall, but he in Perſon went fo meet them, 

intreating them with ſuch ſumptuous and familiar courteſte, 

that they might well perceine how ſozry he was foꝛ the fozmer 

iniuries hee had offered to their Ring, and how willing (it it 


"might ber) to make amends. As Pandoſto maderopozt to them 
How one Meleagrus gknight of Trapolonia, was lately arrived 
with a Lady called Fawniain his Land; comming very ſuſpiti⸗ 


ouſly: actompanied onely with one Seruant, and an old Shep⸗ 
heard: the Embaſſadours perteiued by the halfe, what the 
whole tale meant, and began to coniecture that was Doraſtus, 


' who-foz feare to be knowne, had changed his Name, But diſ- 
ſembling the matter, they ſhoꝛtly arriued at the Court; where 


after they had been very ſolemnely andſumptnouſty feaſted the 


Noblemen of Sicilia: being gathered together, they made repozt 
ol their Embaſlage where theycertiſled Pandoſto, that Mele- 


agrus was Sonne and Yey2eto the King Egiſtus.: and that his 


name was Doraſtas: and how contrarꝝ to the kings mind, hee 
had pꝛiuily conueyed away that Fawnia, intending to marrie 
Mere, beeing but Daughter to that pooze Shehheard Pozrus.

Ulherovpon the Kings requeſt was, that Capnio, Fawnia and 
Po2rus might be murthered and put to death, and that his ſon 

oraſtus might bee ſent home in ſafety. Pandoſto hauing at- 
tentinely and with great maruaile heard their Emballage, wil⸗ 
ling to reconcile himſelfe to Egiſtus, t to ſhew him howgreat- 
ly he eſteemed his fauour, although Louc and fancy fozbad him 
to hurt Fawnia, vet in deſpight of loue he determined to execute 
Egiſtus will without mercy, and therefoze he pꝛeſently ſent fo; 
Doraſtus out of pꝛiſon: who marueling at his vnloked fo cours 
teſte, form at his comming to the Rings pꝛeſence, that which he 
teaſf doubted of , his Fathers Embaſſadours: who no ſaner: 
ſaw him, but with great reverence they honouredhim, ar d pan-

perſwaſions pzenayle :: foꝛ pandoſto commanded that Fawnia, 


Porrus, and Capnio, ſhould bee bꝛought to his p;eſence:: who 
were noſonercome, but pandoſto hauing his foꝛmer lone tur⸗ 
ned info dildapnetull hate, beegan to rage agaynff Fawnia in

full luſt of thy Loꝛd and Paſter,J know not haw iuſtly Jmay

andfoliae, (if not in exfrememiſery) were notfo thetb thee 
quify, I therefozeaward, that thou ſhalt have thiheeves put 
aut, and conticualiytill thou dieff, grind in a Mill like a bzute 
beaff . The feare of death bzoaght a ſozrowfull ſilence bpon 
Fania, and Capnio: but Porrus ſeeing no- hope of lie. butt 
. in theſe ſpeeches. 


JAndoſto, eve Noble EmbaNadonrs of Sicilia,feing withs 
out caufe I am condemned to die. Jam vet glad I haue ops 
po2funity to disburden my conſcience befoze my death: J will 


fell you as much as J know ,-+ pet no moze then is true, wheres 


as J anaccuſedthat J haue benaſuppozter of Fawniz's pzide 
and the diſdatned as a vile beggar ;. ſoit is, that J am neither 


| father unto her, nsz the daughter vnto me. 


Foz it ſo happened, that J being a poꝛe ſhepheard in sycilia, 
Moing by keeping other mens flocks, one of my ſheepe ſſraying 
downefo the Seaſide, as J went to lecke her, A ſab a little 
Boat dꝛiuen vppon the Goze , wherein J found a Babe of ſixe 
dates old, wꝛapped in a Mantle of Scarlet, haning about the 
necke this chaine: I pittying the Child , and deſirous of the 
Creaſure, caried it home to my wife, who with great care nur⸗ 
ſed it vp, and ſet it toke&pe @hepe . Heere is the C haine and 
Jewels, x this Fawnia is the child whom J.found in the Boat:

Pandoſto would ſcarce ſafer him fo tell out his tale , but | 


that he required the time of the vere, the manner of the Boat, 
and other circumſtantes : which when he found agreeing to his 
count, ſodainelyhe lept from his ſeat, and kiſſed Fawnia, wet⸗ 
ting her fender cherkes with his teares, and crying, My daughs 
ter Fawnia, ah my ſwert Fawnia, am thy father, Fawn:a! this 
ſudden paſſion of the king dꝛaue them all info a maze, eſpecially 
Fawniae Doraſtus. But when the king had bꝛeathed himſelle 
a while in this new top, he rehearſed befoꝛe the Embaſladours 
the whole matter, and how he had enfreated his UWife:Bellaria 


fioꝛ Jealouſie, © that this was the Child whom he ſent to float 


in the Seas.

Father, then Doraſtus was glad he ſhould get ſuch a wife. Che 
EmbaCadozs reioyted that their young Pzince had made ſuch 
a choyce : That thoſe kingdomes which thzough enmity had 
long time bien difſeuered,ſhouly now thꝛough perpetual amity 
be vnited and reconciled. The Citizens 4 Subiecs of Bohemia 
(hearing that the King had foumd agayne his Daughter which 
was ſuppoſed dead, ioyfuil that there was an heire apparant to 
the Ringdome) made Bone⸗ res and ſhe wes thꝛoughout all the 
City. The Courties and knights appoynted Jufts and Tur⸗ 
neyes, toſigniſte their willing minds in gratifying the kings 


— dapes being paſt in theſe P2incely ſpozts,Pando- 
ſto willing to recompence old Porrus,of a @hepheard made him 
a knight: which done, pꝛouiding a ſufficient Nany fo receiue 


him and his retinue, accompanied with Doraſtus and Fawnia, - 


and the Sicilian @mbaſſadours,he ſailed towards Sicilia, where 
be was moff p2incely entertained by Egiſtus: who hearing this 


amicall euent, reioyced greatly at his Sonnes good hap, and 


without delay (fo the perpetuall ioy ofthe two young Loners) 
telebꝛated the marriage. Which was no ſoner ended, but pan- 


. doſto(calling to mind how he firlt betrayed his friend Egiſtus, 


how his tealouffe was the cauſe of Bellaria's death, that cortras 
ry to the Law of nature, he had luſfed affer his own daughter) 
moned with theſe deſperate thoughts, he fell in a melancholly 
fit, and focloſe vp the Comedy with a tragicall ffrafagem, he 
flew himſelfe: whoſe death being many daies bewailed of Faw= 

nia, Doraſtus,e his dere friend Egiſtus, Doraſtus faking 

- leanesfhis Father, went with his wife and the dead 

- Cozp3 into Bohemia: whereaffer it mas ſump⸗ 
tuoufly mfombed, DORASTVS | 
ended his dayes in conten⸗ 
ted quiet.
